th e blood pressure made in th e 
doctor’s oiBce. 
Th is certainly is sound sense. In 
h ospitals we can teach a previous­ 
ly untrained tech nician or nurse to 
take th e blood pressure in five min­ 
utes. 'fh erc is no reason wh y th e 
patient cannot be taugh t to do it. 
It is a very simple procedure and 
th ere is also no doubt th at a blood 
pressure

under

stances wh en th e patient is nenr- 
ous is h igh er th an it actually 
sh ould be. All life irs\ rance ex­ 
aminers and agents know th is to 
be th e fact.

Doctor Ayman h as followed up 
h is very valuable observations, al­ 
lowing h is patient to take th e 
blood pressure a t h ome, and in th is 
way h as tried out a great many 
different treatm ent« and drug*. 
His conclusions are h opeful. He 
says, “Th e findings of th is study 
indicate th at many drugs th at in 
th e past h ave been regarded as 
with out effect, m ust be restudied." 
A Different Standard 
In oth er words, our ideas about 
th e treatm ent of blood pressure 
h ave depended upon observing 
treatm ent 
wh en 
th e 
patient’s 
blood pressure is taken in th e ph y­ 
sician’s office. Wh en we adopt a 
different standard 
and depend 
upon records made by th e patient 
h imseif, taking h is own blood 
pressure a t h ome, th e effect of 
treatm ent may be entirely differ­ 
ent. 
I rcaliie th at many ph ysicians 
will h ave a prejudice against al­ 
lowing th eir patients to take th e 
blood pressure at h ome, but Doc­ 
tor Ayman’s experience sh ould 
lead th e way to sh ow th at th is it 
a feasible and much more accu­ 
rate way of getting a t th e actual 
condition of th e blood pressure in 
th ose people over 40. 
QL'ESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
M. F. K.:—“A few month s ago 
I was toid th at my blood prc.ssure 
wa - a little h igh for my age, wh ich 
i< 23. Sh ould I giv? up ath letics? 
Also, can it be cured?” 
Answer—You do not give th e 
exact figures as to wh at your blood 
pressure is but I would be very 
;,keptical of believing th at th ere is 
anyth ing ¿rrious about h igh blood 
pre.s8ure at th e age of 23. It is 
possiblf it was taken on one occa- 
ion wh en you were nervous, and 
not repeated. I certainly th ould 
not give up ath letics except on 
medical advice. 1 believe th at time 
and nature will cure it.

Let P atien t Do I t 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


• N ot long ago I told of the re ­ 
ports of Dr, David Aym an, of Bos­ 
ton. on his high blood pressure p a­ 
tients. He becam e convinced th a t 
when he took the blood pressure of 
a patient in his office, it was h igh­ 
er than it should be. The m ere 
fa c t of the presence of the doctor

taking the blood pressure caused 
the patient to become nervous and 
jum p the reading up. H e found 
th a t he could teach patients to 
take th eir blood pressure th e m ­ 
selves a t home, and when they 
made a record of this, it was en ­ 
tirely different from the record of 
th e blood pressure made in the 
doctor's office. 
This certainly is sound sense. In 
hospitals we can teach a previous­ 
ly untrained technician or nurse to 
take the blood pressure in live m in­ 
utes. There is no reason why the 
p atien t cannot be ta u g h t to do it. 
I t is a very sim ple procedure and 
there is also no doubt th a t a blood 
pressure 
tak en 
under 
circum ­ 
stances when the patient is nerv­ 
ous is higher than it actually 
should be. All life insvranee ex­ 
am iners and agents know this to 
b t the fact. 


A Decided Drop 
I 
have taken blood pressure 
readings on life insurance aopli- 
cants hundreds of tim es and found 
them too high fo r acceptance by 
the medical departm ent of the 
home com pany. At a second read­ 
ing. when the applicants were not 
bo apprehensive, they were lid to 
30 points down 
The physiology of this is also 
quite understandable on the basis 
of our knowledge of the mechan­ 
ism of the blood vessels. The blood 
pressure is not a stable thing; it 
changes as often and for the same 
reasons as the pulse. Blushing is 
m erely a form of change in the 
pressure, made by the m uscular 
coats of the blood vessels. When 
you blush, the vessels in your 
face are relaxed and everybody 
acknowledges th a t this is due to 
nervousness. 


Doctor Aym an has followed up 
his very valuable observations, al­ 
lowing his p atien t to take the 
blood pressure a t home, and in this 
way has tried out a g re a t m any 
different treatm en ts and drugs. 
H is conclusions are hopeful. He 
says, “The findings of this study 
indicate th a t m any drugs th a t in 
the past have been regarded aa 
w ithout effect, m ust be restudied.” 


A D ifferent Standard 


In other words, o u r ideas about 
I the treatm en t of blood pressure 
have depended 
upon observing 
treatm en t 
when 
the 
p atien t’* 
blood pressure is taken in the phy- 
I aician’s office. W hen we adopt a 
different 
standard 
and 
depend 
I upon records made by the patient 
I him self, taking his own 
blood 
pressure a t home, the effect of 
i treatm en t m ay be entirely differ- 
I ent. 
J realu e th a t m any physicians 
will have a prejudice ag ain st al­ 
lowing their patients to take the 
I blood pressure a t home, but Doc- 
| tor A yntan’s experience should 
lead the way to show th a t this is 
a feanible and m uch m ore accu­ 
rate way of g ettin g a t the actual 
condition of the blood pressure in 
those people over 40.
